NEW GUINEA ACTION 

American Sixth Army forces 
Pressing toward two northern New 
Guinea air fields have expanded 
their bridgehead at the mouth of 
the Tor river opposite captured 
Waeakde island, General MacAr- 
thur announced today from his ad- 
vanced Allied headquarters in 
New Guinea. 

Reinforcements have reached 
the Americans, largely from trans- 
port planes which are using the 
Wakde air strip. 

Heavy bombers hitting to the 
west dumped 150 tons of bombs 
on Biak Island in the Schouten 
group to the north of Geelvink 
bav. leaving towering fires. 

In far-reaching aerial sweeps. 
bombloads were unloaded also on

Through the processes of simple arithmetic, the evils of central- 
ized government in any form—state or .national—were laid before

CLAY’S REMINDER 


Highway Director Ryburn Clay 
said: 

“Don’t console yourselves that 
the federal money being spent in 
Georgia is money that is being 
brought into Georgia from the rich 
centers of the United States.” 

He proved that the federal mon- 
ey being shipped back into Geor- 
gia is merely 15 per cent of the 
income tax monies being collected

6. Concurrence favored in the 
constitutional amendment voted 
by 17 states limiting the income 
taxes of the United States govern- 
ment to 25 per cent of the taxpay- 
er’s income. 


7. Return to the counties of 
Georgia the right to develop them- 
selves according to their own re- 
sources without reliance on monies 
furnished by the state.

hours of assault in which 4,000 
Allied planes rained more than 
5,500 tons of bombs on the enemy. 

The attack was carried into its 
third straight night by RAF bomb- 
pers which were heard roaring to- 
ward fortress Europe. 

More than 1,000 Thunderbolts, 
Lightnings and Mustangs, some of 
which did double duty by de- 
scending to strafe ground targets, 
accompanied a force of Libera- 
tors and Flying Fortresses about 
750 strong on the daylight offen- 
sive into France and Germany. 
The escort force was described of- 
ficially. as history’s greatest. 

As the tonnage in five days of 
a great pre-invasion onslaught 
mounted to 22,000, the German 
air force summoned only a token 
force to oppose the daylight 
blows, which the German-con- 
trolled Paris radio said were “sys- 
tematically paralyzing” communi- 
cations. One American bomber 
and three fighters were lost.

Great Air Onslaught 
Paces Push 20 Miles 


From ‘Kternal City’ 


By EDWARD KENNEDY. 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Naples, May 23.—(4)—Massed Allied 
armies on the Anzio beachhead and on the main Italian front launched 
simultaneous offensives today, touching off a great battle which may 
determine the fates both of Rome and of the German Tenth Army 


Veteran Amertican fnfantrymen 
struck toward Cisterna in order to 
cut the Germans’ principal line of 
communication with the main Ital- 
ian front, and British Tommies hit 
directly toward Rome. 


The. Swiss radio reported that 
Allied troops also were attacking 
at the eastern extremity of the 
beachhead and had reached Lake 
Di Fogliano, south of Littoria and 
only 20 miles from the main bat- 
tle line near Terracina. 

Meanwhile, Nazi-controlled ra- 
dios said tonight that “American 
parachutists jumped in the Anzio 
beachhead attack, but German vo- 
sitions are intact.” 

The broadcasts, from Berlin and 
Paris, quoted Reinhardt Albrecht, 
a German war reporter. It was not 
specified in what area of the 
beachhead the American para- 
chute troops were used or how 
many participated. 


Albrecht was quoted: “A gen- 
eral offensive against all German 
fronts in Italy had been launched 
with unequaled fierceness. 
fire of enemy artillery continues 
without interval. Concentrated 
fire from Allied naval guns joins 
in.” 

BLAST AT HITLER LINE 

On the main Italian front Brit- 
ons, Canadians and Poles of the 
Eighth Army at the same time 
smashed furiously at the main 
Hitler line defenses in the Liri 
valley, 35 miles east of the beach- 
head, and American and French 
divisions batgéered ahead on a 
rugged front extending from Pico 
down to Terracina on the sea. 

It was the greatest Allied strik- 
ing force yet thrown into battle 
in this war outside the Russian 
front. 


There were indications that the 
battle is going well. 


Along a road back of the battle 
area, Corporal Bynum Murray, of 
Spartanburg, S. C., was trying to 
hitch a ride so he could play cen- 
ter field for his artillery outfit’s 
baseball team which so far has 
won one game (by forfeit) in the 
American Army Baseball League. 
Murray has been helping toss 155 
millimeter shells on the Germans 
from the hills west of Pontecorvo. 

“T don’t know how well the boys 
will play,” Murray said. “We 
haven’t had any sleep for a week. 
We've been on the move almost 
every day.” 

Waiting with Murray was Pri- 
vate Lido Melossi, of Lytle avenue, 
Atlanta, Ga., an outfielder. 

The foe, 17 divisions strong, was 
to have been committed 
to battle by Field Marshal Gen- 
eral Albert Kesselring in the hope 
of staving off the disaster which 
General Sir Harold Alexander 
promised him. 


SHOWDOWN FOR ENEMY 


For the enemy it was the show- 
down. The Nazis were left without 
any reserves close at hand to 
throw into the battle. Kesselring 
could obtain reinforcements only 
by moving new divisions from far 
to the north over railroads and 
highways already badly battered 
by Allied air might. 

The final battle for Rome might 
not be long delayed. Newly pre 
pared German defense lines along 
which the Allied command pre 
dicted the enemy would make his 
last stand before yielding the eter- 
nal city are roughly only seven 
miles north of the beachhead 
perimeter. 

Powerfully reinforced during 
the past week, Allied men and 
armor on the beachhead struck out 
savagely an hour before dawn in 
the direction pf Cisterna on the 
ancient Appian Way.

Wheeler Plan Would Prohibit 


All Commercial Newscasts 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—(4)— 
Sweeping changes in the commu- 
nications act, including one to pro- 
hibit commercial sponsorship of 
any news broadcast, were propos- 
ed to the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee today in a bill 
submitted by Chairman Wheeler, 
Democrat. Montana, and Aoting 
Minority Leader White, Maine. 

The proposals evoked a storm 
of protest within the closed meet- 
ing. & 
Action on the most controver- 
gia! items, Wheeler told reporters, 
was postponed until next Wed- 
nesdayv to allow time for study of 
the bill. 

Other proposals embraced in the 
45-page measure would: 

1. Prohibit the FCC from re- 
fusing new licenses to newspapers 
for radio stations. 

2 Require networks and radio 
giations to grant equal and equiv- 
aient time for opponents to an- 
ewer radio speakers who raise po- 
litical or public issues.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—(#/)—The streamlined income tax bill, 


designed to bring about “taxation 
perso 
White House. 

The measure passed unanimous- 


ly in both houses—the first time 
in the memory of lawmakers that 
@ major tax bill has received such 


emphatic approval. It went to the 
President as the house, on motion 
of Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina. of the Ways and 
Means Committee, accepted tech- 
nical senate changes. 

The legislation reshuffles the en- 
tire income tax structure, repeal- 
ing the wartime “victory” tax and 
setting up new normal and surtax 
rates and exemptions—while keep- 
ing actual tax burdens at sub- 
stantially their present levels for 
most people. 

WHAT IT PROVIDES. 

The measure, virtually certain 

of Presidential approval, would: 


1. Provide that sdme 30,000,000 | 


Wage and salary earners, with in- 


comes up to $5,000, no longer will | 
be required to file income tax re- | 


turns. 

2. Change completely the with- 
holding levy against wages and 
salaries—effective next January 1 
—to deduct currently the full tax 
liability thus beginning in 1945, 
these taxpayers would owe the 
government nothing at the year 
end. (There would be no change 
in the pay roll deductions for taxes 
this year 

3. On 1944 income. a shortcut is 
provided for these 30,000,000 tax. 
pevers. The government 
compute their taxes for them. 

4. Simplified procedures are set 
up for the 20,000,000 who still 
must filé returns. These are per- 
s0oms with incomes above $5,000 
and all taxpayers with earnings 
over $100 yearly from sources oth- 
er than wages and salaries. 

NEW TAXPAYERS 

About 150,000 new 
are added, these being in the in- 
come group between $555 and 
$624 annually. 


The legislation does not disturb | 


the $1,500 special exemption al- 
lowed men and women in the 
armed forces in addition to their 
regular family status exemptions. 

Generally, under the bill, a 
somewhat larger tax would be 
levied against single persons and 
married couples without children, 
while the load would be lighten- 
ed to.some extent for taxpayers 
with large families.

Further indication that few men over 26 will have to be drafted 
this year is seen.in Selective Servicé Director Lewis B. Hershey's 
disclosure that even fewer deferments are being granted those 
under that age than had been anticipated. 

It was estimated that, under the more Stringent regulations 
recently announced, not over 150,000 men in the 18-through-25 
age group could qualify for deferment. The number of those 
deferments, it now appears, will not exceed 100,000, of which over 
half will go to membersef the Merchant Marine. 

It is interesting, in this connection, to note that the accent 
on youth is reflected not alone in Selective Service regulations. 
For, although increasingly shy of younger commanders, the Army 
has discharged 6,436 officers—largely for over-age and physical 
disqualifications—in the past six months. A great Many persons 
will learn with surprise, incidentally, that the Army observes an 
almost undeviating age limit in the matter of officers sent 
overseas with combat troops. Thus, even though he can pass the 
strenuous physical tests given all combat units before embarkation, 
an officer can expect to be transferred out of his outfit when 
it leaves this country if he has passed the following limit: 
Colonels, 55; lieutenant colonels, 52; majors, 47; captains, 42; 
first and sécond lieutenants, 36. 


Ours, in short, is becoming more and more a young man’s 
army. For young men, and young men alone, have the extra 
stamina and daring which, in the hand-to-hand conflict to decide 
the issue, will résult in inevitable victory.

Telegraph Centennial 

One hundred years ago, May 24, 1844, 8. F. B. Morse tapped 
out “What hath God wrought” over an experimental telegraph line 
from Washington to Baltimore, and demonstrated to skeptics 
that his “crackpot” idea of sending messages over a wire between 


two distant points was practical. It mattered little that there 
were such unbelievers in the innovation as the Erie railroad 
engineer who refused to believe that a train-passing message 
could be transmitted to the train coming from the opposite 
direction, and sat in the gangway between locomotive and tender 
ready to jump, while another engineer piloted the train to the 
meeting point—speedy communication between distant points was 
an urgent need of the period, and capital for establishment of 
telegraph lines was available for quick expansion. 


Today seven million miles of telegraph wire crisscross the 
world’s land areas, to which may be added the hundreds of 


thousands of miles of cables that link continents and hemispheres. ' 


In this period we have the radio and telephone in addition to 


the telegraph, but a century ago it was the telegraph alone. which |

they will discover that it takes 
more than a racket to throw all 
the folks off balance at the same 
time. 

American citizens may be in- 
dividually inarticulate but collec- 
tively he speaks in no uncertain 
tones. His voice is heard around 
the world. Collectively he has 
decided that the fourth term is 
purely incidental, that it has no 
true bearing on the real issues. 
That the most important question 
is whom among us is qualified to 
lead the nation in this time of 
crisis. He knows that ability alone 
does not qualify. But ability and 
essential experience combined, 
means qualified in any language. 
He has decided that Mr. Roose- 
velt is the only American who is 
fully qualified to lead the nation 
to victory and to an enduring 
peace. For these reasons many 
millions of patriots without regard 
to parties, believe that there 
should be no sweeping changes 
in the present administration un- 
til after the war and the peace 
are won. The President’s enemies 
and his political opponents know 
that these things are true. So, they 
are trying, desperately, to make it 
appear that unrelated issues like 
the fourth term and the New Deal 
are of paramount importance. 

Thinking citizens are apt to de- 
cide that a man who is familiar 
with all the rules of the game is 
a safer bet, than to back a green 
man who is chiefly interested in 
putting over a Republican brand 
of free enterprise. The same brand 
which previously brought this na- 
tion perilously close to disaster: 
creating a crisis in 1932-33 from 
which the people were extricated 
through methods proposed by the 
man in the White House. 

Individually citizens may have 
poor memories, but collectively 
they do not forget.

We Always Bomb 
With Good Reason 


Our bombers have bomed Berlin again. 

Why do they keep going for that city so often, 
our bombers and those of the RAF? 

To frighten the people? To destroy the city? 
To drive the government out of Berlin? 


The answer is no. All those things may come about because 
of the bombing, but the real objective of bombing is a target or 
set of targets. 


I think it might be of interest to put down the targets, taken 
from official bombing group “briefing” reports. Let us take Berlin: 


BPRLIN, population 4,299,000 (prewar): Berlin, which stretches 
34 miles from east to west, is Europe’s principal center of air trans- 
port and the leading railway center of the Reich, with 12 main 
lines running through it. It is Germany’s greatest manufacturing 
and processing center. Ten per cent of Germany’s industrial work- 
ers are employed here in nearly 200 major factories. Berlin is the 
administrative capital of the Reich and the heart of its economic life. 


Berlin’s factories and plants are grouped into five distinct areas 
of the city: ‘ 


1. Spandau and Charlottenburg, where there is a branch of the 
Bayerische Motorenwerke (aero-engine works), in the west-central 
part of Berlin. It has the vast electrical equipment and cable works 
of the Siemens combine at Siemensstadt, a town in itself covering 
an area of over half a million square metres. 


2. Treptow and Schoneweide, to the southwest of the city. It 
has three of the electrical equipment and cable works of the All- 
gemeine Elektrisitats Gesellschaft; an important accumulator fac- 
tory; zinc-smelting and other metal works. 


3. Tegel-and Reinickendorf. This is to the north of Berlin and 
has important engineering and armament works, together with the 
Dornier and Heinkel aircraft component works and the Argus aero- 
engine factory. 


4. Mariendorf, Tempelhof and Britz, to the south of the city. 
The important factories here are the Daimler-Benz engine and aero- 
engine works; a machine tool factory, and an engineering and chem- 
ical works near the big Tempelhof airport. 

5. Lichtenberg, to the east. It contains the Siemens Planiawerke, 
the Osram works and a number of engineering works. 

That’s why there is so much bombing of Berlin. 

A FEW MORE We see German names of cities bombed.. They 

| don’t mean much to us. They are just names. 
“Aachen, Dortmund, Dusseldorf, Freidrichshafen, Galsenkirchen, 
Krefeld”—all those names, and more, bob up in the almost daily 
reports of bombing raids. 

Why? Let us take a few of them from the official reports 
studied by our bombing intelligence offices in England: 

AACHEN, population 164,000: As well as being an important 
railway center, Aachen is a coal mining town and sends most of 
its output to the factories of the Ruhr. It also has about 40 tex- 
tile factories, and a big engineering works. Tires, tubes, coal-tar, 
coke, glass, textile machinery and many other goods are produced 
in Aachen. 

AUGSBURG, population 176,600 (prewar): The outstanding 
target at Augsburg is the Maschinenfabrik Augsburg Nurnberg A. G. 
This factory makes heavy tanks and Diesel engines for other ar- 
mored fighting vehicles, warships and lorries. But its usefulness 
to the Germans lies above all in its manufacture of Diesel engines 
for submarines. No less than 50 per cent of the Diesel engines 
needed for their ocean-going U-boats are made here. 

DUSSELDORF, population 550,000: Situated on the Rhine, Dus- 
seldorf has exceptionally good transport facilities, both rail and 
river. It is Germany’s third largest inland port. During and after 
the last war Dusseldorf developed considerably and became the 
leading commercial city of western Germany. 

It is the seat of the general] administrative departments of prac- 
tically all the important iron and steel heavy engineering and arma- 
ment concerns of the Rhine and Ruhr districts. As far as the pro- 
duction of armaments and heavy engineering is concerned, it is as 
important as Essen or Duisburg. Schiess-Defries A. G. are the lead- 
ing German producers of heavy machine tools. Rheinmetall Borsig 
employ about 36,000 workers, and are quite as important as Krupp’s, 
although less well known, in the production of all types of iron and 
heavy engineering commodities. They also produce a certain amount 
of their own steels, but their particular importance is in armament 
production. ' 

Other important concerns are the heavy engineering firm of 
Gebruder Bohler, Gutehoffnungs Huttewerk Dusseldorf, and the 
very important steel tube mills of Mannesmannrohren Werke, A. G. 

KREFELD, population 168,000: In Krefeld is situated the larg- 
est producer of high-grade steels in Germany—the Deutsche FEde}- 
stahlwerke combine—which turns out nearly 200,000 tons a year. 
A large proportion of this is supplied to the big Ruhr firms, like 
Krupp’s, where the high-grade steel is turned into guns, aero- 
engine crankshafts, machine tools and anything that requires pre- 
cision and has to withstand heat. It is also a textile center, with 
factories mainly engaged in silk manufacture, including the fabric 
for parachutes, of which the largest manufacturers are Reinische 
Kunstseide A. G. and Vereinigte Seiden-Webereien A. G. There is 
also an important I. G. Farbenindustrie plant, producing sulphuric 
acid and other chemicals. 

LUBECK, population about 150.000: This Baltic seaport has im- 
portant shipbuilding yards where submarines as well as surface 
vessels are constructed. It is also a training center for submarine 
crews. As a seaport where many railways and inland waterways 
join, Lubeck handles a great volume of traffic between Germany 
and Scandinavia, especially iron ore. It is used for the dispatch 
of military supplies to Norway, Finland and Russia. Five miles 
northeast of the port of Lubeck are the Lubecker Flendenwerke 
submarine building yards, near the mouth of the River Trave; these 
yards have recently been enlarged. 

That’s a sample. We never go aimlessly, just to be bombing.

So, this morning, the topic is the young girls, very young girls, 
who need a little physical, mental and moral boost if they are to 
stand a fair chance of becoming valuable contributors to the nation, 
instead of what is, in modern euphonism, known as tramps. 

Now, there is no certainty about any human, individual prob- 
lem. Just because you improve the chances for good life for any- 
one, doesn’t mean that one is saved to decency from now on. But 
you oan, nevertheless, give such a one that improved chance in life. 
You can do it, in the manner in which I’m coming, for just five 
dollars. A fin. A lettuce fiver. That’s all. 


CAMP FOR GIRLS Atlanta’s Mission, which is actually the 

channel for the everlasting enthusiasm of 
Rev. Felton Williams, maintains a camp for girls. It is for girls 
who could never hope to go to any other camp. Even though they 
could go, free of all cost, they are girls who couldn’t secure even the 
few essentials in clothing and other personal equipment a trip to 
camp necessitates. 

They are girls from Atlanta’s poorest sections. From those areas 
whence comes the highest proportion of scared young ’uns to the 
juvenile court.

The camp is well equipped. There are cabins where the girls 
live. There is a pleasant mess hall and a recreation hall and a 
new gymnasium now in process of construction. 

This summer, in addition to the young women who have in the 
past served as leaders, counsellors, guides and friends, there will be 
half a dozen additional counsellors from Young Harris College. 

It is Dr. Williams’ hope to see 500 of the young girls of At- 
lanta who most need such a vacation, spend a week or more at 
the camp this summer. That’s where you come in. 

You can pay all expenses for such a girl, for a week at the 
camp, for five dollars. This includes the necessary clothing, tooth- 
brush and paste and such things the girl will have to have. 

Or, if a fin looks too small a contribution, make it fifty and 
you can maintain a cabin housing ten girls for a week. 

Already teachers in the schools from those areas where the girls 
are found are enrolling those girls who most need a vacation at 
this camp. Already, at the Mission Clinic, doctors, donating their 
time and training, are examining the girls and certifying them for 
the camp. Approximately 200 already have been examined. 
THE ONLY NEED “The camp is there, the counsellors are 

ready. The girls are selected, on the 

basis of the greater need, and are waiting, eagerly, for their turn 
to go. 

he only lack is the money. If, as hoped, 500 such girls can 

gain the benefits of such a camp this summer, the total cost will be 
$2,500. 

What better use, or better value, can you find for that extra five 
bucks in your pocket than by providing such a week at camp for 
such a girl?

NEW YORK, May 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, born in 1882, was 
38 years old when he was nom- 
inated for the vice presidency of 
the United States in 1920. If he 
had been elected and Mr. Cox had 
died before his inauguration, Mr. 
Roosevelt would have become his 
successor at -the age of 39 at a 
period which is now said to have 
been the key to many of the 
world’s worst troubles, and with 
very little experience in the sci- 
ence, or business, of government. 
Mr. Cox, fortunately, is still alive 
and at last accounts was able to 
shoot a fairly decent score at golf; 
but the fact remains that in 1920 
Mr. Roosevelt, although he was 
only three years above the min- 
mum age set by the constitution 
for presidents, expressed no doubt 
whatever on the score of age, or 
any other score, of his ability to 
handle the responsibilities of the 
presidency had Mr. Cox been 
called to his reward by mishap or 
fair wear and tear. 
fairs he was no less a novice than 
Thomas E. Dewey is today as to 
personal experience, although, be- 
ing a son of luxury living largely 
on a family fortune derived from 
natural resources, notably timber 
and coal, he had the advantage of 
some idle travel for pleasure in 
Europe. 

His service of five months alto- 
gether in Europe, in the summer 
of 1918, as inspector of the naval 
forces in France and Britain and, 
in 1919, in charge of the demobili- 
zation of those forces, was admin- 
istrative, not political; and even 
if those few months had been de- 
voted to deep study of European 
affairs, they hardly could have 
given any man a superior under- 
standing. Some American jour- 
nalists who served years abroad 
had conflicting opinions down to 
a few months before the outbreak 
of the present war, many of them 
holding that Hitler was just bluff- 
ing and would quit rattling his 
sword short of war. 

By contrast, the Dewey of today 
has been seeking the presidential 
nomination for about five years 
and has been studying world prob- 
lems and this country’s problems 
in relaton to the rest of the wold 
throughout that time because this 
has been a period of great anxiety 
when anyone aspiring to the presti- 
dency must be prepared. 


One Year 

When Mr. Roosevelt, in 1920, 
offered himself as a man qualified, 
in case of emergency, to take over 
the job of head man at any time, 
he had had just three years’ serv- 
ice in state government in the role 
of state senator. The average ses- 
sion of the legislature is only three 
or four months, so young Senator 
Roosevelt’s experience in this of- 
fce, a minor and part-time job, 
would have been not more than 
one year all told. 

Governor Dewey’s ‘experience in 
government prior to his inaugura- 
tion on January 1, 1943, had been 
that of prosecutor and attorney in 
the course of which, naturally, he 
had to meet many constitutional 
problems. He was, first, chief 
assistant United States district at- 
torney for two years; then, for a 
term of about six months, an in- 
terim appointee of the judges of 
the federal court as district attor- 
ney. He then handled some tax 
cases for the federal government 
under Mr. Roosevelt’s presidency, 
and next served by appointment 
of a Democratic governor as spe- 
cial prosecutor in New York for 
more than two years. In as much 
as his investigations largely con- 
cerned civic corruption and evil 
conduct in labor organizations 
(and labor organizations today are 
the most grievous domestie prob- 
nem), it can be said that this ex- 
perience, followed by four years 
more as district attorney of New 
York, must have given him an in- 
side knowledge of the workings 
of government and politics, par- 
ticularly in the relationship be- 
tween unions on one hand and 
business and government on the 


} other. 


Two Terms 

When Mr. Roosevelt finally was 
elected President in 1932, he had 
served two terms as Governor of 
New York, but they were two-year 
terms. Thus his experience as 
Governor, which was stressed by 
his party as a special qualifica- 
tion, was only two years more 
than Dewey will have had in the 
same office should he be inaugu- 
rated President in January, 1945. 
As to whether Mr. Roosevelt was 
a better Governor than Mr. Dew- 
ey, opinion will divide on strict 
party lines with little regard for 
the realities, for judgraent and rea- 
son are befogged by partisanship. 

Still, the facts in the record 
show that Dewey will be almost 
four years older next inauguration 
day than Mr. Roosevelt was when 
he considered himself fit to tackle 
the job in an emergency in 1921, 
and will have served as Governor 
the equivalent of one of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s two terms which so 
pre-eminently qualified him for 
the highest office in the. campaign 
of 1932.

GOP Proposal of Constitutional 
Amendment Steals Poll Tax Ball 


(Gladstone Williams, whose column usually appears here, te 
on vacation.) 


WASHINGTON.—No political maneuver in many a day has pro- 
duced so much furor behind the scenes as did the introduction by 
33 Republican senators on Friday of a constitutional amendment to 
outlaw the poll tax. 

Democratic party managers are engaged in a terrific argument 
as to what to do about it. The southern congressional camp is just 
as much disturbed and, most remarkable of all, it appears, so are 
the radical politicians, headed by Representative Vito Marcantonio, 
American-Laborite, of New York, and Senator Claude Pepper, of 
Florida, who have been leading the fight for abolishment of poll 
taxes by congressional joint resolution. 

As for the latter it has been evident for a long time that they 
were more interested in the method of enactment than in poll taxes 
per se. If a congressional act abolishing poll taxes could be passed 
and should it be sustained, as it probably would be, by the present 
New Deal supreme court, the way would be wide open for federal 
control of every phase of the nation’s election machinery. 


It was the same far-reaching design, inherent in the administra 
tion’s proposal of a federal “‘bob-tail” ballot for soldiers, that mainly 
caused congress to reject it. 

Removal of the poll tax by constitutional amendment, of course, 
carries no such broad implication. This is the same process by 
which disfranchisement of Negroes was prohibited in the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments; direct election of senators was pro- 
vided in the seventeenth amendment, and women’s suffrage in the 
nineteenth amendment. 

The remarkable circumstance politically is that the Republicans 
have succeeded in stealing the poll tax ball, and this literally on 
the eve of presidential and congressional elections. 


SUCCESS LIKELY More than that, the votes of 35 Repub- 

lican senators already pledged, and two 
more sure to be added as soon as they return to Washington, leaves 
little doubt that the senate will vote to submit the amendment to 
the states, by the required two-thirds majority, just as soon as it 
can be brought to an issue. 

And since the house repeatedly has passed anti-poll tax bills by 
more than two-thirds it is a safe conjecture that it likewise will 
adopt the constitutional amendment to this end whenever it is given 
a chance at it. 

Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney, Democrat, of Wyoming, who pre 
viously introduced an anti-poll tax. constitutional amendment, ac- 
cused the Republicans of bad faith. First, he said, his amendment 
twice had been defeated in the judiciary committee with the help 
of Republican votes and, secondly, the wording of the Republican 
amendment is such as to “make it valueless.” 

It is true that the O’Mahoney amendment was refused a favor- 
able report some time ago by a committee vote of 9 to 9, and it was 
defeated again last Monday, 6 to 5, with some Republicans op- 
posing it. « 

But on each of these occasions the anti-poll tax bill was before 
the senate and the attempt to report the O’Mahoney amendment 
was an obvious attempt to head it off. 


FORM As to form, the Republican amendment gays simply that 
the right of citizens to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged “by reason of failure to pay a poll tax.” 

The comparable language of the O’Mahoney amendment is “by 
reason of failure to pay any tax or on account of any property 
qualification.” 

Senator Kenneth S. Wherry, chief sponsor of the Republican 
amendment and a member of the judiciary committee, made it clear 
that no quibble over language will be permitted to impede the Re 
publican course. 

“All we want is an amendment that will abolish poll taxes,” 
Wherry said. “If O’Mahoney’s language does this, we'll take it. 
There might be a question about his inclusion of ‘any property 
pew meen aa Many states require property qualications for schogl 
elections ‘and interference with these would lessen the chance of 
ratification py the states.” 

There would seem to be very little doubt that an amendment 
confined to outlawing poll taxes would be ratified by the required 
three-fourths of the state legislatures. Only eight states still have 
poll taxes and in one of these, Tennessee, both the legislature and 
the electorate have voted for their abolishment, only to have their 
action annulled by the state supreme court.
